Freeway Study Shows 

Fumes Imperil Driver 


DETROIT (AP)—Concentrations of poison¬ 
ous carbon monoxide may be the cause of 
accidents on Detroit's freeways during traf¬ 
fic jams. 

Thai was indicated Saturday In the results 
of a study completed by the U S. Public 
Health Service. 

Morton Sterling, chief of Detroit's Air Pol¬ 
lution Control Agency, said the study of De¬ 
troit and six other major cities was unique 
and Us implications could not be dismissed 


Ninety-eight pet; cent of the carbon mon¬ 
oxide in the community comes from cars, 
Sterlin said ■ “If it Is causing safety prob¬ 


lems, we have to get rid of the thing that 
causes it—the auto engine—or modify It.” 

Detroit's carbon monoxide gas level was 
among the highest found in the survey, Ster¬ 
ling said. In one freeway teat, scientists meas¬ 
ured a peak of 120 parts per million of air.

The danger limit of exposure to carbon 
monoxide In a factory has been established 
at 50 parts per million In a 40-hour work 
week. 

The Public Health Service has expressed 
fears that carbon monoxide affects the brain 
and nervous system of a driver at lower con¬ 
centrations than those previously considered 
dangerous.

week was quickly frozen in a 
bizarre experiment to deter¬ 
mine whether he can be 
revived when there is a 
specific cure for his disease, 
the Los Angeles Herald- 
Examiner reported Saturday. 

The experimenter*, mem¬ 
ber* of the Cryonici Society 
of California, refused to a Dow 
newsmen or scientists to. view 
the body because of "techni¬ 


cal difficulties." They ibo 
declined to disclose the 
whereabouts at toe body, the 
newspaper said.

The body of tha man was 
quick-frozen “virtually instan¬ 
taneously” with his death 
Thursday, and at oooe arti¬ 
ficial respiration and external 
heart massage were begun to 
keep the brain alive, accord¬ 
ing to Robert Nelson, presi¬ 
dent of the Qycnies Society. 

Nelson told the newspaper 


the experimenter* were con¬ 
vinced they atoned "virtually 
any d eterior a tion of the body 
argani beyond their cenditione 
a* the time of death," with 
particular attention being paid 
to preserving the flow of 
oxygen to the brain. 

The Herald-Examiner said 
detail* of the experiment were 
dlscloeed Saturday at • brief¬ 
ing attedfied by Nelson; an 
associate, Robert W. Preboda,

Inglewood. Calif., a scientific 
advisor to the Cryonici 
Society, was said to have been 
in attendance when the cancer 
victim died la a local nursing 
home. 

"When clinical death oc¬ 
curred, Dr. Able was present 
and at once began artifice! 
respiration and external heart 
massage to keep the brain 
alive while cooling the patient 
with Ice,” Nelson told the 
Herald-Examiner. 

He said tha body was quick- 


frozen and • mechanical heart 
machine was attached to the 
man's heart His blood will be 
replaced by dimethyteulfexlde 
and glycerol and the body wtH 
be stored in a plastic coffin 
inside a freezer.

The body will eventually be 
stared In a bath of liquid 
nitrogen and hopefully re¬ 
stored to life "with future 
technique* at a time when a

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One-Way Sensitivity 

T HE PRESENT Chinese crisis may once again serve 
to focus international political attention on the 
vast sub-continent of India, now in the midst of a 
national election campaign in which Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi is desperately seeking another term of 
office. 

India's internal problems have in no way dimin¬ 
ished since Madame Gandhi succeeded to Its leader¬ 
ship. Indeed, troubles have been added to those she 
inherited from her predecessors, not the least of them 
being two crop failures in a row which have strained 
India's resources to the limit and forced her to appeal 
for substantial aid both from the Western democracies 
and the Soviet Union. 

Greatly disturbed by a recent Washington obser¬ 
vation that India was not doing enough to meet her 
own food requirements, Indian ambassadors and high 
commissioners have recently r e l e a se d a statement out¬ 
lining their government’s program of increasing agri¬ 
cultural production. (See Friday’s edition of The Daily 
Colonist). 

India’s quick reaction to this American opinion of 
her shortcomings seems to denote a strong resentment 
on Its government’s part toward outside criticism — a 
sensitivity it apparently feels should not be indulged 
In by any other country, particularly Britain or the 
United States. 

For long India has been one of Washington's 
greatest critic* over the Vietnam war which has given 
considerable moral comfort to the forces of Hanoi. 
Yet it is to the United States that India now turns 
for help. 

Nor has Britain, who above all other countries 
has assisted India financiaDy, administratively and 
technically, escaped the bitter tongue of Indian wrath 
over her handling of the Rhodesian affair. 

Only last month India’s permanent representative 
at the UN, Mr. G. Parthasarathi, had this to say: 

‘The British prime minister's negotiations with 
the rebel leader, Mr. Ian Smith, on board HMS Tiger 
and the proposals advanced by Mr. Wilson, should 
have entrenched in power the European minority in 
Rhodesia. 

“We in India are familiar with devices of this 
kind adopted by the imperial power to present a facade 
of constitutional advancement. But this was many 
decades ago. We are amazed that after all these years 
the British government should have made such retro¬ 
grade proposals.. 

He concluded: “My delegation has always held and 
continues to hold that the only effective method Is the 
nse of force which the administering power (Britain) 
is fully empowered to employ in dealing with such a 
dtuation.” 

Such an insulting and warlike declaration comes 
strangely from a nation who claims to love peace. Sur¬ 
prising too that it is directed against a go v ernme n t 
and people which has offered nothing but friendship 
and help to the government and people of India. 

If India's internal programs are as confused and 
devious as its external policies, no wonder It is in 
trouble.

Part of a Problem 


H ERETOFORE, AN undeterminable number of 
working mothers have made their own arrange¬ 
ments for the care of their pre-school-age children — 
and in many Instances for the older ones, too — while 
they are unavoidably absent from their homes. Friend¬ 
ly neighbors, with babies of their own, frequently have 
been enlisted. This is a sound and sensible arrange¬ 
ment, but above all it ensures the working parents' 
peace of mind. They know and trust the persons to 
whom they have passed this responsibility. 

Now it is suggested that community facilities 
should be organized, under the aegis of the Family 
and Children's Service, to fill what is considered an 
urgent need. 

The proposal undoubtedly has merit, but the pub¬ 
lic. who in large part probably will be expected to pay 
the bills, is entitled to the benefit of a careful examina¬ 
tion of the plan in all its aspects. 

At the present time the Family and Children’s 
Service is mainly supported by provincial contributions 
and shares In the Community Chest budget. But it 
seems probable that expansion of child-care services 
as proposed will require contributions from the munici¬ 
pal authorities. Just what the coats will be the planners 
find it difficult to estimate at this time, it seems, 
because, for one thing, they don’t know what demands 
will be made upon them. 

The question arises as to whether the day-care 
service may not contribute to the dissolution of the 
home. But Family and Children’* workers think not 
They stress the point that in large part the service i* 
offered to youthful parents, whose earnings may not 
be large, arid concomitantly, home-maker service would 
be provided. 

Principally, the day-care schema would be useful 
to the young widow or abandoned mother whose only 
alternative to welfare is a job. 

In cases of real hardship a working mother would 
not be required to pay anything at all for the service, 
but it is not proposed that fees would be at a level 
where ability to pay would make up the difference. 
That is where the public comes into the picture! 

One feature of the service is particularly 
appealing. It is suggested that problem children would 
be identified before they had reached an age when 
they might become deUnquent; and, even more impor¬ 
tant, that steps could be taken to recommend early 
training rather than attempt to fit them into 
an educational environment for which they are not 
suited. 

The day-care of infants, in fact, is a part of a 
widening sociological problem which deserves and 
demands the concentrated study of every agency 
concerned.

If water conditions are 
right, every river and stream 
produces at this time of year. 

The idea is to catch the 
river just as high water starts 
to drop and before the river 
gets too low and clear. 

Christmas Day we told 
about some of the easier 
fishing spots to reach. 

AAA 
Mere are some more. 

On the Kokailah River drive 
to Cowichan Station, cross the 
bridge and turn left for three 
or four miles until you hit the 
power line. Prom there on 
there are a number of roads 
and trails leading to the river 
and fishing holes, some of 
them over private property. 
Read your sports fishing 
regulations for fishing 
ctoeum below fails hangtg) 
spots. You can also fish under 
the bridge and for s little way 
downstream. You can fish 
upstream and downstream 
from the Kokailah highway 
bridge. 

AAA 

On the Cowichan River the 
easiest spots are below and 
above the silver bridge at the 
Island Highway and upstream 
and downstream from the 
white bridge on the old 
highway approaching Duncan. 

Far riverbottom fishing 
spots drive out the ok! high¬ 
way from Duncan and at 
Queen Mara*ret'i School turn 
left onto Gibbins Road. Just .8 
miles along on the left la the 
trail to the Duncan water¬ 
works. Walk a quarter mile 
down road for couple of nice 
runs and a couple of good 
pools. 

AAA 

At 1.9 miles is the power 
line and some nice fishing 
water under the line and a big 
8-Turn below. 

.. At 2.8 miles is Vimy Road 
at end of which are some 
logging roads which lead to 
river fishing spots. 

At Normandy Road keep 
left onto gravel, then right. 

At 4 8 miles Is junction with 
Riverbottom Road. Keep left 
and a hundred yards or so 
along Is an old logging trail on 
left which leads to Robert¬ 
son's Pool and the Big Cedar 
Pool. 

AAA 

At 5.4 miles, part way down 
the hill, turn left and follow 
the fenceline along fairly 
rugged road to top of a hill 
and park above Biene’s Pool. 

From Biene’s Pool you can 
walk upstream to the Indian 
Reserve fishing grounds with 


some fine steelhead waters 
along the way, or you can 
follow the trail downstream 
through canyon country. 

At 5.9 milee turn left to 
picnic grounds and more 
fishing water. 

At about seven miles there 
is rlverfrontage crown land, 
but no trail to river. 

At 7.2 miles a little abort 
road, probably unused private 
property, leads to picnic 
ground and ftsMng water by 
trail upstream. There is a- 
mile of river between her* 
and claybank. 

AAA 

From here much of the 
river Is private property and 
cabins until about mUe 18 
when you come to a couple of 


abort left turns (above the 
cable crossing! which lead to 
small picnic spots and places 
to fish. Then carry an Into the 
Stoltz ptcnic grounds where 
you can take the path down¬ 
stream to the big corner pool 
and run, or wade upstream to 
more steelheading water. 

AAA 

For Skutz Falls fishing 
water drive along the Lake 
Cowichan Road for about 16 
miles from Duncan and turn 
off at the Skutz Falls Rosd. 
You can fish Immediately 
above and below Skutz Falls 
for quite some distance. 

For new fishing water walk 
acrasa the new Cowichaa 
River suspension footbridge 
and fish downstream from the 


fish and game club footpath 
lor seven miles. 

You cbj» also walk upstream 
from Skutz Falls slang the 
railway tracks to Mile 68 
where you come to an old 
logging trail. The trail to the 
river from Mile 68 leads to 
the log jam. For a couple ri 
miles further along the old 
logging grade various trails 
lead to river fishing spots, but 
allow time for exploring. It la 
easy to get lost on these ... 
and see did many times while 
exploring for different spots. 

AAA

Drive to the end at the lake 
and several miles beyond and 
turn left onto B.C. Forest 
Products Road at the Crown 
Zellerbach gate. This leads to 
Nitinat River and about a 
mile In you will come to the 
MacMillan, Bloedel Logging 
Gate which leads to the 
Nttinst - FrisHthn River-Bam- 
field area, and which is open 
on weekends. 

AAA 

Just beyond the MacMillan. 
Bloedel gate look for a trail 
on the right which leads to the 
Nitinat falls, but watch out 
for the closed portion of the 
river just below the falls. 

If yrw watch the road for 
river trails an the right, for 
several miles you trill find a 
number of fishing spots and 
you can fish all the way down 
to below the Red Rock Pool, 
two miles from Nitinat Lake. 

You can reach China Creek, 
Sarita River and Franklin 
River on this Nitinat system 
of lagging roads, but we 
suggest you first get one of 
those bandy maps that Mac¬ 
Millan, Bloedel publishes for 
recreationists. 

AAA 

The Chemainu* River Is 
generally at its beet in 1st* 
season around April and May. 
It can be fished from the 
highway bridge, or better still 
in the Copper Canyon. Take 
the logging road and another 
road to the left and walk, but 
watch out for the closed 
portion of the river. 

The Nanaimo River may be 
fished upstream or down¬ 
stream from the highway 
bridge, but the popular spots 
are reached by taking the 
Nanaimo Lake Road. 

Just before Craig’s Cross¬ 
ing. several miles south of 
Parkaville, a road or the left 
leads to the Englishman River 
potholes and the broken 
bridge over the Englishman. 

AAA 

You may fish upstream or 
downstream at the potholes. 
You may also fish upstream 
or downstream from the 
highway bridge, but here you 
are crossing private property 
again. 

Little Qualicum is one of 
the best-known steelheading 
rivers. It may be reached 
from the Albeml Highway by 
a trail from the Whisky Creek 
Road which leads to the 
powerline pool and down¬ 
stream through the farm 
meadows. 


MIAMI, Fla. (API—John di 
Giacomo knew somebody was 
robbing his lobster traps. He 
watched until he had narrowed 
the suspects to a black-hulled 
cruiser. 

Before dawn one morning, he 
followed it down the sluggish 
Miami River, across Btscayne 
Bay and Into the choppy Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean south of Miami. 

The cruiser churned up to the 
bright orange floats that 
marked where John’* traps lay. 
The man aboard, movjng 
swiftly in the dim light of dawn, 
hauled in the 20 feet of nylon 
line, jerked the slatted, wooden 
crates aboard and pulled out 
the spiny lobsters and stuffed 
them into a burlap bag. 

SPUN AWAY 

John revved tils squat, sturdy 
Jocko III to top speed of 20 
knots. But when he was two 
milee away, the man on the 
black boat aaw or heard him. 
dropped the lines and spun to¬ 
ward open water. 

"My mats—a Cuban boy- 
told me to ritoot tan. ‘You’re 
chicken If you don’t,' he said. 

But I flrswd he knew we were 
an to him and he wouldn’t 
bother our traps any more 
■aid John. 

CIRCLED TRAPS 

So we put to work pulling 
our traps and, son of a gun, if 
he didn't circle around and start 
in on the other end of the line. 

got out my rifle and we 
turned toward him. But he 
heeded off again. 

This time see started work¬ 
ing the other end of the traps 
and may God In heaven strike 
me dead if that black beat didn't 
circle around and atari pulling 
my traps on the other side. 
STARTED FIRING 
'1 got so mad I was crying. 
And I started firing. 

“About two miles sway I 
started getting the range. The 
barrel was eo hot it glowed. I 
couldn't see sometimes for the 
tears. The boat was rolling and 
pitching but I kept on firing for 
miles. I aaw him heading for 
cape and I slowed down and got 
in a few more. 

1WRD RIFLE 
“Then I took out a hammer 
and beat the barrel flat and 
threw ft In the water. I don’t 
know If I hit him, but they 
couldn’t prove anything if I did. 

“They couldn’t find the rifle. 
And if they did they couldn't 
run a ballistics test and prove 
it was my bullet.” 

DI Giacomo is working on his 
third rifle now. 

But he and hundreds of other 
commercial lobstermen have be¬ 
come desperate men, deter¬ 
mined to protect their tripe 
from a hoard of poachers who 
rob their traps with Impunity. 

ONE KILLED 

A man was killed this week 
and another was wounded to an 
hour-king shootout over traps 
in tte Cay Sal Bank near Cuba. 
Fishermen say the worst lies 
ahead unless something Is done 
'They're mad all right,’ 
says Lieut. Bill Saundereoo, 
head of the 15-man Florida con¬ 
servation department patrol as¬ 
signed the Impossible job at 
watching for every kind o< vio¬ 
lation by the 40,000 boats around 
Miami. 

GETTING WORSE 

“The thieving is getting wort* 
and these men are going to take 
the law into their own hands. 

"We're all working 12 hours 
a day trying to do something 
but catching somebody robbing 
a lobster trap is not as easy 
as catching somebody with their 
hand in a cash register.*' 


When the fishing is good, John 
dl Giacomo gets up at 4 a.m. 
and gets home alter dark. Dur¬ 
ing the course of a day he pulls 
150 or more traps out of the 
water, brushes off the silt, re¬ 
baits them with flshheads and 
sinks them back in the shallows. 

He goes out every day no mat¬ 
ter what the weather. 

On the really good days, he 
may haul In 500 pounds of lob¬ 
ster, worth $250 when the 
prices are good. An average day 
means $50 to $75. 

OVERHEAD 

But John has overhead on his 
boat, his make, Ha fuel, Ha 
traps and lines. 

"On the average, I'd say U 
I gross 115,000 to <18.000 a year, 
I’d pay taxes on <5,000 or 
<6,000.” he aays. 

Last year thinga were tough. 
He’ll go in the bole. Fifteen 
years ago, 150 to 200 men in 
Florida made their living catch¬ 
ing lobster. Today there are 10 
times that many.

Epsom Salta for Ram, (H. S., 
Cnurtenayl — I, too, have seen reporta 
about phenomenal cures of black spot in 
rosea by spraying with a solution of 
Epsom salts in water, but I don't 
believe it is true. There is a deficiency 
disease in roses caused by malnutrition 
which shows up at purple blotches an 
the leaves, and this uan be cleaned up 
as if by magic by spraying with Epsom 
salts. I think this nutritional disorder 
has been mistaken for the true black 
spot infection, and has given rise to 
these stories. 

■Rib markings caused by the real 
black spot infection may be sooty black 
or purplish, but they are almost always 
round in shape, with little bair-like 
‘‘rays’' around the edge of the spot 
when young. The blotches caused by a 
shortage of magnesium in the soil are 
larger, always purple, and Irregularly 
shaped. 

When black spot Is found, Infected 
leaves must be picked off and burned, 
and the plant sprayed or dusted with a 
preparation containing captan or 
similar fungicide. Soil-eplaaMng during 
heavy rains Is believed to be a 


Bod Cold frame. (R. S-, Col wood) — 
Your Idea of making a roldframe out of 
turves is quite practicable; In fact, this 
is quite common practice In parts of 
Europe, and In Ireland frames are 
constructed with squares of bog peat. 

Cut your oblongs of sod about two 
Inches thleh, as they are rather difficult 
to handle when thinner, often breaking 
during conatruction. The area of the 
giaas cover for your frame should be 
marked out carefully on the ground, 
and the first layer of turves arranged in 
position. See that there ia encxigh 
overlap left so the glass cover can ah 
comfortably on top. Lay the rest of the 
wall as with bricks, using the turves 
grass side down and with the joints 
overlapping. Pound the walls firm as 
each layer ia put down. 

‘ I think It would be wise to dust all 
the turves with rhlcrdane dust during 
construction, as rough pasture grass Is 
oftaa heavily infested with wire worm* 
and other sofl peats. 
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Potato Fertiliser, (D. W., Victoria) 
— Do not spread hen manure on ground 
Intended for potatoes, for this kind nf 
manure seems to encourage the diaease 
organism that causes scabby potatoes. 
Horae or cow manure with plenty of 
straw in H may be used. 

To grow clean, scab-free potatoes, 
you should have plenty nf organic 
matter In the soil, and this may he 
fairly old manure, half-rotted compost, 
leaves or lawn mowings. I favor 
dumping this organic rubbish an top of 
the seed pieces In the furrow when 
planting rather than placing It under¬ 
neath. Do not lime the portion ef the 
vegetable plot which la to be used for 
potatoes In 19*7. as fresh liming also 
favors the development nf scab.

MILES AND BERYL SMEETON ARE OFF AGAIN 
FOR NEW ADVENTURES IN THEIR SAILING 
YACHT TZU HANG. HERE, WHILE ABOARD THE

In March , 1 964 , we tailed into our first Japanese 
port in the most southerly island of Kyushu . It was 
almost 30 years since my first visit, and Japan was as 
changed as I, and from the looks point of view as 
much for the worse since all the lovely steep-roofed 
wooden houses , burned during tha war , had been re¬ 
placed by soulless cement. 

All summer as tee cruised up the islands , swim¬ 
ming, sightseeing and peering tkrostgh the fog, me 
thought about where to spend the winter. Miles after 
three years in the tropics was determined to get coUL 
I was keen to see the Ainu. As hm so often hap p ened 
since we were msurried, use both found use wanted to 
do the same thing , but for totsMy different remons • 
Miles •canted to go to Hokkaido , the northernmost of 
the Japanese islands, for the climate, h eav y snow in 
winter with the temperature of tat dropping to 20 bo- 
low, and I wanted to go there because it mas the h omo- 
land of the Ainu. 


It waa September when M 
eventually arrived In Muroran, the 
second largest port 1 b Hokkaido, and 
the weather waa still w a r m en o ug h 
tar badiing. We wert (tee first yacht 
ever to have visited tha port, and we 
got a royal reception. Thk inducted 
a visit from die mayor, rather 
hastily terminated by a heavy s w ell , 
but not before ha bad p rom ised aa 
the loon at hia oar lor a day'* 
sightseeing. 

Mr. Ntehhnura, a coa st guard 
officer who spoke exoritent Engltei. 
kept in touch with us during the two 
days that it took to arrange fa 
details of our sigh tecsing trip. Like 
all Japanese he was a passionate 
sightseer, and. ae hia English waa aa 
good be hoped la be able to 
accompany us ae interpreter He 
was delighted to flnd that I had. 
Japan. The Official Guide, a small 
but solid book put out by the Japan 
Travel Bureau, 1.8U pages of 
Information. W e consulted this 
together, Mdse who loathes eight- 
seeing, refusing to take any pari la 
the discussion. 

The guide book said that die Aina 
were the original ^habitants of 
Hokkaido and had no racial affinity 
with the Japanese, aud that tha 
moat striking characteristic of the 
Ainu men is abundant Meek hair, 
luxuriant moustaches and long 
beards It went aa to say that Shires 
waa the most re p re s e n tative village 
on Hokkaido, adding that "to visit 
an Ainu village alone makes the trip 
to Hokkaido weH worth while."

Nlahlmura told me that Cambridge 
University had sent out anthropolo¬ 
gists to Shiroa to study toe Altai 
there.

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It waa at a time in the depression years that Fred Lindsay walked from Oliver to 
Princeton over the Dewdney Trail, down to Hope, B.C He stopped at a survey camp 
and asked for a job. “You give me some breakfast,” lie said to the young engineer in 
charge, “and I’ll split all the wood you need to run line from here to Hope.” 


“Are you registered?* 9 
he was asked, 

Lindsay replied: “1 am 
neither registered nor 
pedigreed. I'm a man 
looking for work, also 
breakfast.*’ This remark 
is typical of the indepen* 
dent spirit of the man, 
Fred W. Lindsay, author 
and adventurer, mho lives 
on a beautiful property 
in the Fraser Canyon . 
Siska Farms Hotor Court , 
which he and his wife, 
Florence, purchased a 
year ago . is situated high 
on a bluff above the 
upper can von. 

Born July 16, 190.1, near Edge- 
wood. a email community on the 
Arrow Lake- whloh will soon be 40 
tot under wafer—Mr. Linde ay bee' 
travelled and worked throughout the 
province. He has been, he says, a 
land ot tramp “If you work 
eteadiy," he says, “you ere Mke a 
postage stamp you are stuck!" 

In hie early years he regrets that 
he fltoce stayed fix years in one 
place. "Imagine working far one 
outfit toe 40. maybe 5g yean wrth 
two weeks off every year for good 
behavior. Imagine waiting until you 
are aa old wreck waiting to see 
what's on the other side of the 
mountain Imagine imagining there 
Is suoh a thing as security." 

On the death of his father. Mr. 
Lindsay. due to an unkind fate, 
landed in an orphanage near New 
Westminster and then was takes by 
foster parents who raised him until 
he was 14 at which time he became, 
as he puts it, a "school dropout”. 
Even in those days he was good at 
writing and today ia becoming 
widely known a* a writer and a 
tefler of tales. 

When he was about IS he was 
working in the woods for the 


together on a forestry lookout on 
Verdun Mountain, between Oot>a 
and Francois Lake*. "It is one <4 
the moat glorious parts of the 
province," says Fred. "We loved 
that mountain as if it were our 
own." On the mountain they had a 
dog, a cat, and a hen. The hen hid 
been Intended for a fricassee but one 
day it laid an egg and no w u 
spared. High above the lovely 
countryside the Lindsays woukl take 
walks, followed by their dog and 
their cat with the small hen (rotting 
along far down the trail. 

When Alex SahonfAUoh, a logger 
and a brilliant man, came train 
Bella Coula to start a magazine, The 
Cariboo Digest, in Quesnel, Fn-d- 
went to work for him as editor. 

The Lindsays began publishing 
the Quesnel Advertiser, a weekly, in 
1952. They bought a press, pu|>er 
and ink. They knew very little about 
publishing but Florence understoxj 
the layout end erf the business and 
ahe sold advertising and did all the 
illustrating. For eight years the 
paper grew. "We ate, we employed 
people, and we went in the hole." 
they recall. Actually, they wound up 
owning their own building and they 
built another In Quesnel 

Fur the B.C. Centennial, in 1958, 
Fred began publishing a series <»f 
tales under the name, The Cariixio 
Story. So many were the requests 
for back copies that the series, now 
a book, is in its 10 th printing and ia 
sold throughout the province, in the 
United States, and is popular in 
England. 

The Lindsays .sold the Quesnel 
Advertiser in I960 and took to the 
road to sell The Cariboo Story and 
with the opening of the restored 
Barkerville the book was well on ita 
way. 

Two years later a second book. 
Cariboo Yarns, now in its Sixth 
printing, was published. By this time 
there was a great demand for the 
two books and Fred travelled 
throughout the province, promoting 
them. 

Now in its fourth printing is a 
third book, The B.C Outlaws, which 
CBC is using in Its centennial 
program in 1967, to be called Tl>* 
B.C. Badman. Four stories of Mr. 
Lindsay's wiU be re-enacted for this 
program on Telescope, with Fletcher 
Markte- 

When the Lindsays were first 
married, in their walks around 
Quesnel they could glimpse Mouse 
Mountain, on the old Barkerville 
Road. Florence asked her husband 
to write a story for her about this 
mountain with the quaint name and 
that winter, while they lived In a 
cabin on the banks of the Fraser, he 
wrote Mouse Mountain, a delightful 
book for children which was pub¬ 
lished in 1963 by McClelland and 
Stewart. 

The book ia an animal fantasy 
Good fellow, who is 
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stories foe children. "All the Lind¬ 
says," he laughs, "were either 
storekeepers or writers—or thieves.” 

He has done hard-rock mining, 
was a pipe fitter in mines near 
Sal mo tor a while and has placer 
mined. He worked in short log 
esmpi and high lead camps from 
the border to Alaska. He went 
harvesting on the prairies in the fall 
and he was a cook on a fishpecker— 
but ha always wrote. He sold poems 
to the Vancouver Province when he 
Was if. "1 wrote chiefly about old 
men," he recalls. “Now that I am 
an old man myself I write about 
young men.” 

He add to Maclean’s, sometimes 
to the aid Blue Book or even to 
Black Mask, now no mare. Nostal¬ 
gically, he speaks of such men as 
Tuttle and Haycock, men to whom 
he wrote and sent his stuff. In every 
case, they sent it back, corrected, 
criticized, torn apart. TTiey were 
giants, he says, sympathetic giants. 

He has an endless fund of totes to 
teti ot the early days. At one time in 
his career he sold Dexter shoes, in 
the West Kootenay*. It was the time 
of the depression and men turned 
their hands to anything that came 
along. He was a terrible shoe 
salesman and he never dared go 
back to a customer. He was doubtful 
if the shoes ever fitted! The 
depression was, in a way, a good 
thing, he thinks. In those days there 
were no kids making $20 a day, and 
no fast automobiles either. 

At the time when Point Grey was 
about to incorporate with the City of 
Vancouver Fred was employed with 
a survey crew in the area. The B-C. 
Electric Railway charged five cent 


fares In the city and «x cents hi 
Point Grey. 

The people were promised that 
fares would be equalized and 
everyone was happy. They WERE 
equalized—the city raised theirs to 
six cents. 

When working for the Aero 
Timber Company Fred became 
friends with Bob Swanson, a British 
Cblumbia writer for whom he has 
great admiration. Mr. Swanson 
improved the diesel whistle, now 
widely in use. He Is now Inspector of 
B.C. railways. While still with Aero, 
Mr. Lindsay went to Cum shews 
Inlet to do survey work and wound 
up as a blacksmith's helper. He 
worked, too, as a surveyor on the 
Dog Creek Airport, some distance 
from Williams Lake. 

In 1942 he was back to writing, 
with a job on The Daily Colonist. 

In 1944 he married Florence 
Fowler, a commercial artist who 
had been war king with a firm in 
Toronto. Like her husband, Florence 
was never a woman who desired • 
“cut and dried” existence. She 
wanted adventure. The terrible drive 
for "security'' has never Interested 
either of them and in this, as in 
other things, they were well 
matched. 

"She is an eternal optimist,” he 
Bays. "She never says your glass is 
half empty, she notes gleefully that it 
la half full. This te indeed a saving 
grace, since nobody wito a half-filled 
glare would ever have toe nerve to 
ask or more, whereas anyone with 
a halt-empty glare, la, by inference, 
Invited to have their glass filled.” 

Hie year 1945 was a marvellous 
one tor U*e Lindsays. Tbey were 


about 

permitted, for three days, to com¬ 
municate with the animals, who 
think, not aa men, but as would their 
owa kind. It Is full of factual 
animal lore and Is, also, a book on 
conservation. It is indeed a book 
with a moral, not an obvious one. but 
from the viewpoint of the animals 
themselves — a book to delight the 
heart of any child.

The 
work which he initiated goes on to¬ 
day, in the Canadian, American 
and Russian norths . . • 

But if members of the prepar¬ 
ing Canadian Arctic Expedition in 
1913 were not excited at Wilkins 9 
appearance, their feelings did not 
match his own when he caught 
first glimpse of the ship which was 
to carry them to the Far North, 
land of his dreams. In short: he 
was appalled. 


If any seaman or civilian dockyard worker had 
glanced up from his labors in bustling Esquimalt naval 
yard one bright June morning 54 years ago, he might 
have noticed a slim young man wandering about the 
rambling brick structure with a quizzical frown. The 
casual observer undoubtedly evaluated the visitor by 
his unlikely dress: spats, striped trousers, elegant coat 
and high collar, complete with shining top hat. 


It is not unlikely the viewer formed precisely the 
wrong opinion from this formal attire. But he would not 
have been alone in his ignorance. For when the dandy 
finalh presented himself to his party, they were not 
overawed either. In fact, to one Dr. Alister Forbes Mac- 
kay, comfortable in sloppy, paint-streaked trousers and 
dirty jacket, the initial impression was one of despair. 


Sir Hubert Wilkins Unlocked 
Arctic’s Greatest Mysteries 


Sailed From Esquimalt in 1913 
With Vilhjalmur Stefansson 


Actually, he abould have Mt a bond at 
comradeship with Mm tired whaler, for they 
ibvtowly had at least one thing in common — 
oeither's exterior inspired confidence at first 
meeting! 

When 258-ton Kariuk finally raised anchor, 
June 17. 1913, her crew Included some of the 
leading scientiata and explorers of the day. Young 
Wilkina waa humble indeed in such auguet 
company u Vitojalmur Stefanaaon, Captain 
Robert A. Bartlett, hero at Admiral Peary'* epic 
dash to the North Pole, and several veterans of 
the mysterious Antarctic. 

Not even they could gueaa that dtoaator and 
death awaited them In the Arche araatea 
(Inlander. Aug. 71-AUg. 38, 1988). 

Aboard aa official photographer. Wilkins 
invested hla spare time in studying navigation, 
another step toward hla lifelong ambition to bead 
his own expedite00M. AS went smoothly until 
Kariuk reached Alaska, where Stefanaaon and hia 
lieutenant. Dr. R. M. Anderson, joined the ship. 
Here moat of the men violently objected to Stefa 
plan of "living off the land,” demanding he cany 
extra supplies. Stefanaaon refused and it was only 
with great difficulty he reassured hla recalcitrant 
followers — a feat made all the more difficult by 
the common knowledge not even Eskimos 
believed him? 

Stefanaaon had weathered hia first storm with 
his men. But there was no margin for error. He 
bad to be right — ac perish. 

Then came another hitch: The engineer of the 
newly-acquired tender, Mary Sacha, got drunk. 
Unfit to run the ichoonar's auxiliaries himself, he 
refused to a Bow anyone else near tern. Wilkina 
came to the rescue by boarding the little vessel, 
locking the raving engineer In Ms cabin, and 
starting tfie engines himself. The expedition 
beaded northward. Days later, WIIMm assumed it 
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sale to release hla prisoner. He waa wrong. The 
man <vt>a ao angry, WkWaim dreaded upon diacre- 
ton awes d at valor and n arrate d to Kariuk. 

They were not to be at aea long. Shortly after 
beating about Point Barrow, old Kariuk waa iced 
in. She would never sail under her own power 
again. Two months to the day since she cleared 
Victoria, she reeled under the drat of m series at 
v storms which would idl her. 

Although* 13 mflaa horn land, and stone, toe 
expedition's two smaller toips having proceeded 
witoout incident, there waa no immediate alarm. 
Even Stefanaann teH Kariuk would free herself 
ooene spring. But It was not to be. 

Soon Stefa n aaon decided to vend** ashore to 
hunt caribou. With Ms secretary. Bie-t MeCamell, 
Wilkins, and a n thropologiat Diamond Jenness, he 
took the two poorest tearign and doga, planning to 
return within two weeks. When they waved 
farewell to stranded Kariuk, they eould not know 
Ihey would never see her again. 

Two days later, a violent gale caught them on 
the ice. When the blizzard finally cleared, Kariuk 
had vanitoed. They were atone and adrift la the 
Arctic Ocean.

The pain racked Ms entire body, almost 
paralysing him. 9ii he stumbled onward, 
Natbustak t w nrig al tos chores, even having to 
spoon fo o d Mn. 

But onward toey want. With eyes covered, 
Wilkins riowty reooversd fate right and strength. 
Finally toey some to Print Barrow, resting six 
weeks in an Eaidmo riri iiq camp. Never one lo 
waste trie ma mwn t s , WdMns studied the language 
and oauAd soon converse und ef acriabty But lie 
had tarried toe long. When he and Natkusiak 
beaded back tora aid Ooffteeon Print, the season 
was wot advanced; woSsr covered toe Icefield. 

They bad to wide and ssrim most of the way. 
How WBkfaw ocoosnpikteed toe latter Is another 
wonder he had never teamed to swim. 

But arrive toey rid, tote tone to receive good 
newa: Oteten sao n waa art only dive, but busy. He 
had asm word for Wtitens to assume command of 
a tony fishing sehoonsr. North Star, which 
Stefanaaon had bourt* In toe meantime, and pNot 
her to Banks Land, 900 rnSes distant. It was a taM 
order. 

With loyal Nadcustek and a nook from 
Anderson's party, he set out on what ura to 
become his greatest Canadian adventure to date, 
Abliough, d e spite Ms 26 yean, he was no novice 
when It come to danger. Hiking 100 nriles. Wiltons 
found hfa first command high on the beech, 
engines out of commission. Here his engineering 
skills came In handy; he soon had North Star 
under wy—toe rewrit of improvisation, sweat, 
and no Mute amount of teak. 

Staling to He rochet Island. Wilkins picked up 
navigational instruments, where he met Ander- 
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sow Surf for the annual mail Anderwm broigiit 
grim news: Stefansson't party had not brew 
heard of in montlis. This a me they were surely 
tost, he gaid. Secondly, when Wilkins traded North 
Star for largter Mary Sachs, her men refus<>d to 
foilow him into the unknown on a fool's mission. 
With his embryo crew, Natkuriak and the cook, 
he resorted to foul means a case of whisky soon 
had Mary Sachs a full complement, albeit a 
hungover and surly one. 

Somehow WiHatns con buried the enraged men. 
although more than once be was snre he would 
share a similar fate to a previous unfortunate 
Arctic navigator, Henry Hudson. 

The voyage was a nightmare. For almost 
three days Mary Sachs shuddered under the 
onslaught of a fuH gale which threatened to sink 
her instantly. Time after time Wildns was sure 
her bow oould not rise to Hie new mountainous 
creat, but each time gallant Mary Sachs dki. 
When at last ttie storm subsided, every man 
collapsed at his post, too tired even to reaib lex 
bunk. 

The next they knew, Mary Sachs wm writing! 

like toe others, the deck watch Just had not 
been able to remain awake any longer. Aa he 
snored, the vessel had drifted onto the beech, 
where a th ras h ing surf totxidered in her bows, 
tore loose her rudders In a lost, desperate surge 
of energy, they manned to* pumps. For along 
minutes, the waiter continued to rise in her 
engiaeroom, then levelled off. Hours later, they 
had reduced the flood to the point where they 
could crudely patch the word leaks. 

Limping towards sea. pumps wheezing, Mary 
Sachs found herself baric on the beach while 
manoeuvring about a large Iceberg. Mfcraeriouriy. 
she remained afloat — barely. But the damage 
was great, for now a properier shaft hod snapped 
Not daring to lighten ship to make repairs, lest 
his sha ng h ai e d seamen take toe opportunity to 
remain ashore, Wiliams pressed an. 

But mutiny was in veritable FlnaHy, Wffldns, 
Natkuriak and the cook squared-off agtaftrt the 
angry sailors. Shouting it was Insane to continue 
in sqoti condition, In a futile attempt to find dead 
men^ . toey refused to go on. Wilkins was 
desperate. He trad but one last trump oard: hefty 
bonuses. Sarprtringljr. the mutineers agreed, 
although not without considerable grumbling. 

It was not long before even Wilkins wished 
toey had wun. Far toe moment wounded Mary 
Sachs entered open water, she was N toe mercy 
of mad current* On one propeller and weakened 
rudders. It waa all Wilkin* could do to evea keep 
her headed in the desired quarter. Every iceberg 
bore down on the struggling schooner at alarming 
speed, toreatering to spBnter her beneath the 
wave*. Once more the haunted seamen were at 
thetr past for days on end. intent only on making 
She last few mite* to Banks Land. 

Somehow their luck held: toey crawled to 
anchor at Cape KeUet. That night, the winter 
freeze-up imprisoned weary Mary Sachs; they 
were stuck until spring But where waa 
St e fan a aon* After three months of unparalleled 
hardship, toey could not Knri so much os a sign 
at toe miming explorer. 

Knowfag his lost comrades would have run 
out of supplies kmg since. Wilkins was anxious. 
For three days, he trekked toe empty landscape, 
determined to circumnavigate the island. Another 
exhausting day passed without a trace. 

Thea ... a cairn with a note! Stefans son was 
camped but a quarter-mile away! Rushing to toe 
cite. Witten* found it deserted. But now he knew 
Stefanaaon and companions were alive. Long after 
the world had abandoned the famous explorer to 
h» fate, young Hubert Wilkins had come to Ms 
rescue. 

It was a shock for him when he finally did 
find his ifiends Far from starving, as he had 
feared, they actually bad gained weight! 

Wilkins ably served Siefansson in following 
months, but when word finally reached them of a 
raging world war. he had to answer his country's 
call. When at last tie departed, tie wondered If he 
should ever get to see the awvsnme north land 
again. He could not foretell that the day would 
come when the whole wortd, including his old 
teacher, Stefanason. would marvel at Ms feats on. 
above and bene.iih the Arctic ice 

Even In death. Wilkins was to make 
hearHinea. In February. 1950 still busy at 
unlocking the Arctic's secret*, he died suddenly. 
Engaged on a secret ixuject for the United .States 
government- hes pawing aroused rumors of tout 
play wh*«h were never proven 

Nation* on both sides of the Iron Curtain,, 
mourned toe loss of a great man. the youthful- 
dandy who sailed to gtury from Esquinvalt so 
many yens ago.

doing ran afoul of New Westmin¬ 
ster's John Robson, he of the wild 
eyes and the extravagant tongue, 
grandfather of Dr. /. Douglas 
Hunter, who today lire* at Linden 
and Rockland.

ton's side. It tore into Robaon: “The editor of The 
Columbian is n ot hi n g if he is not untruthful and 
abusive. IBs long career has made Mm an adept 
in both aooocnpBsfaments. and he has come to be 
looked upon as a common scold. Had be been a 
woman and kved in the olden time he would have 
bean drawn through the duck pond that 
o rnament s the main street of New Westminster, 
lor bio incessant scandal. 

"Hie tongue nwga venomously against the 
boat, toe abieot and the moat honored in the land 
If they but dissent from his extreme and 
vindictive schemes. He delights in vulgarity, and 
Mnb tor notaretty and fairly riott In obloquy 
wtto toe gusto of a dog rolling In canton.

“He shifts his views even more rapidly than 
toe quicksands of Frasermouto shift their 
position; and as for principle he Is not troubtod 
with that article.

Mr. Waddington went to London to gain 
supporters lor a railroad from Ottawa to Br-ititih 
Gohnhte. via the Bute Inlet rouse. He spent 
mooM In Ottawa promoting the same route, and 
toare, to February of 1872 he died, as reported to 
Tbs Ostsatsti 

“It hi «*to a fating of deep rsgret that we 
announce toa death at Ottawa of Alfred 
Waddington, an early pioneer of British Columbia, 
and at one time one of our wealthiest and moot 
■ntorprittng citizens He had passed several years 
at Ottawa, engaged to pressing upon the attention 
af toe Canadian government Ms great scheme for 
toe construction of mi overland railroad through 
British te r ri tory , and when an the toreehhoM of 
ns ec ess, on toe eve of the fulfilment of Ms most 
ardent aspirations, he is cut down. 

“Mr Waddington was connected with some of 
toa oldest lank lies of England. In 1849 he went to 
toe Cdifcnii gold rush but embarked on 
■wreantfle puraidts. 

“In 1858 he oame to Victoria and p u r ch ase d a 
•wntoec erf lots to the vicinity of where are now 
Takes Street and Waddington Alley. 

“In 1882 he conceived the Idea of constructing 
a wagon road from Bute Inlet to Fort Alexandria, 
toe first Hnk In an overland railway. 

“In prosecution of his Idea he spent nearly his 
•nttoe fortune. He struggled against difficulties 
»til toe CMlootin Indians massacred his camp of 
road-makers — 17 in number — and destroyed Ms 
•fork of tools and provisions, when he ceased 
op« Bans 

“The Ottawa government bought bis plans for 
Ms road Mat spring. Mr. Waddington served two 
tonna as a member of the Island sfibembly. and 
was for two years superintendent of education. 

“The disease which carried Mm off was 
■maOpox. The deceased gentleman did much to 
brtag Ms colony into favorable notice abroad, 
■■d Ms memory will long be cherished to Britfa* 
Oatomhtt FTks age was 78.

Do you recognize where K Is? It Is the 
aouthwest corner of Bastion and Government 
Street*, (or many years of the reaRy early history 
R was known as View and Bastion, but more 
about that later.

The Huxtable Brothers were very nice

Vladimir Nabokov ia also a short 
story writer, poet, essayist, critic 
and translator, as well as an expert 
an butterflies. In 1951, under the 
title CoaMnsIve Evidence, he pub- 
ktohad a volume at aut»*JtogT»i±DoaJ 
recollections about hks boyhood in 
Czarist Russia, his escape to the 
West with the coming of the 
Revolution, his experiences as a 
student in England and his life as an 
ssnigre in Paris and Berlin. 

That book Is the basis of Speak, 
—wary. Since 1951, Mr. Nabokov 
baa emmined previously unavailable 


family papers and has consulted 
with old friends and relatives In 
order to present a revised and 
enlarged autobiography that gives a 
fuller, more detailed picture of a 
world which exists no more. 

Vladimir Vladimirovich Nabokov 
was tarn into a wealthy St. 
Petersburg family in 1899 Before be 
was 18 he mm, by Inheritance, a 
millionaire; before he was 20, he 
and his family had lost everything in 
the Resolution. He then spent three 
years at Trinity College, Cambridge. 
He claims that he did not once visit 
the University Library, but the time 


In England did establish English m 
bis second language. 

Although his recent books have 
been written in English, such novels 
as Lang bier la lbs Dark, The 
Defeaee, In vita tie a ta a Bebeadlag 
and Tbs Gift were originally written 
In Russian and first published in the 
1920s and ’30s in font language in 
Germany, where Mr. Nabokov lived 
wjth Ms wife and yotmg son. Dmitri. 
Emitri, incidentally, has since be¬ 
come co-translator, with his father, 
of some of the early books into 
English. 

In 1940, the family emigrated to 
the United States. Lake Timotey 
Pnki, foe hero at foe Nabokov aovel 
Fail who emigrated to America and 
taught Russian literature at Wain- 
dell College. Mr. Nabokov has 
taught Russian literature at Stan¬ 
ford. Wellesley, Cornell and else¬ 
where. In 1945, he became an 
American citizen. 

Although he had published nearly 
30 books (among them a study of

Cornelia Otis Skinner, 
her self an actress, has 
written a biography of 
the great French actress, 
Sarah Bernhardt. Entitled 
Madmme Sarah, the book 
has been chosen by the 
Book-of-the-Month Club 
as part of a Double Selec¬ 
tion for February, to¬ 
gether with Vladimir Na¬ 
bokov's autobiography, 
Speak, Memory. 

Sarah Bernhardt was born, Il¬ 
legitimately. in Paris in 1844. Before 
she <ftod in 1923, Mi* Stoner notes. 


she “existed through a monarchy, 
an empire, two revolutions, a 
commune and two major wars." She 
appeared to great acclaim through¬ 
out Europe and America, owned her 
own theatre in Paris, and—In her 
old age, with one leg amputated — 
toured Texas In a tent show. 

Bernhardt's beauty has always 
been a debatable subject. When 
young, she was so thin that a gossip 
columnist wrote; “An empty car¬ 
riage pulled up to foe stage door and 
Sarah Bernhardt got out.’’ Miss 
Skinner thinks Bernhardt was not 
beautiful, but font she had some¬ 
thing more important than beauty— 
the ability to cast a spell “which 
was as easy to surrender to as It is 
difficult to explain." 

Whatever Bernhardt’s secret, she 
had the moat devoted following of 
her day. 

Among her loyal admirers were 
Victor Hugo, the Alexandre 
Dumases (both father and son), 
Edward VZI (when be was Prince of

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Wales) Sardou, Flaubert, and a 
Belgian aristocrat by whom she had 
an illegitimate son. About her 
private life, Bernhardt once said; 
"I'm the most lied-about woman in 
the world.” Miss Skinner points out, 
however, that she seldom bothered 
to counteract the lies or to reform 
foe behavior that gave rise to them. 

John Mason Brown, reporting to 
dub members on Mndnora Sarah, 
writes that Mist Skinner "brings the 
great Bernhardt to life with all the 
triumphs, turbulence and grandeur 
of her career.” 

Cornelia Otis Skinner, daughter 
of the great actor-producer Otfs 
Sldnner and the actress Maud 
Durbin, was bom in Chicago In 1901. 
After Bryn Mawr, she studied 
literature and acting In Paris. In 
1921 she made her Broadway debut 
in her father's production of Maud 
and Sand. Since then she has 
appeared in numerous plays, among 
them Lady Wlatersun’i Faa, 
Candida, Faria *M (a solo perfor¬ 
mance In which she played 14 
women who appeared in the week of 
Toulouse-Lautrec) and The Pleasure 
at Hh Company (which she Wrote 
with Samuel Taylor). It is as a 
monologuist, though, foal Mias 
Skinner is probably best known to 
theatregoers and olubwomen 
throughout the country. 

In 1942 she and Emily Kimbrough 
published Our B ton rt s Were Vauag 
and Gay, a humorous aecoutt at a 
European trip they had made 
together as girls. It was a Book-of- 
the-Month Club selection and a 
nation-wide best-seller. Mies Skin¬ 
ner's other books include The Ape la 
Me, Bottom Up and — most 
recently — Elegant Wits sad Grand 
Hsrlzoatale, and admatog look at 
Paris in the 1890a.

But nationalism, he points out, is 
rife even without thought of seoea- 
rion. Canada's provincial govem- 
menta are wns l aa fly battling the 
federal authority for greater auton¬ 
omy. The same thing applies with 
the states versus Washington. Each 
nation suffers from nationalism 
Within a nationalistic framework. 

In Africa things are far worse; tea 
majority at foe new nations there 
tat telly cannot defend themselves, 
but cannot support themselvaa.
